Sheridan will remain open if OPSEU strikes Ontario colleges Monday

Nearly 17,000 Peel Region students 
who attend Sheridan College campus- 
es in Brampton and Mississauga will 
still be able to attend school Monday 
though classes may be cancelled if the 
province’s college professors go on 
strike. 

The college is preparing to keep its 
Peel campuses open if there’s a labour 


disruption by the 12,000 Ontario col- 
lege faculty who are part of the OPSEU 
union. The union has set a strike dead- 
line at midnight Monday morning to 
back contract demands with the prov- 
ince’s 24 colleges. 

A provincial strike could affect more 
than 500,000 full- and part-time col- 
lege students across Ontario, more 
than 200,000 of them full-time. 
Sheridan teaches 11,000 students at 


its Davis campus in Brampton and 
about 5,500 at the Hazel McCallion 
school in downtown Mississauga. Ap- 
proximately 1,050 instructors could 
be on strike. 

“Sheridan is making contingency 
plans,” said Christine Szustaczek, as- 
sistant vice-president of communica- 
tions and public affairs at the school, 
which is based in nearly Oakville.

Brampton Has Highest Insurance Rates 


No one is quite sure why it 
is, but Brampton remains by 
far the most expensive city in 
Ontario to insure a car. 

A 2017 survey released 
Tuesday by the Kanetix.ca 
insurance website notes that 
drivers in the Flower City 
pay an average premium of 
$2,268 - $443 more than the 
$1,825 drivers pay each year 
in Vaughan, the second most 
expensive city for car insur- 
ance in the province. 
Mississauga ranks _ third 
with an average premium of 
$1,788, followed by Markham 
at $1,785 and the City of To- 
ronto at $1,743. 

Rounding out the Top 10 are 
Richmond Hill, Ajax, Ham- 


ilton, Pickering and Whitby, 
all well above the provincial 
average premium of $1,316.. 


There are many reasons for 
high insurance rates, from 
expensive auto body shops 
and outright fraud to bad 
driving, rising claims and in- 
dustry practices that link pre- 
miums to where you live and 
not just your driving record. 

Last year, a Kanetix official 
said one thing that may be 
happening in Brampton is 
that many drivers in the city 
don’t have that much expe- 
rience behind the wheel. As 
well, Brampton and Missis- 
sauga have huge transport 
sectors, with thousands of 
trucks and drivers delivering 


goods along Peel’s roads ev- 
ery day, making traffic con- 
gested and prone to more 
accidents. 


High car insurance rates 
have been an issue at Queen’s 
Park for years and the Wynne 
government has come under 
fire for failing to meet the 
promise it made to the NDP 
in a 2013 minority govern- 
ment deal to lower premiums 
by 15 per cent by mid-2015. 
The Liberals brought in re- 
forms, passed new laws and 
made other moves to cut 
costs for the insurance in- 
dustry by clamping down on 
tow truck fraud and excessive 
legal fees as well as legal set- 
tlements.

The target is led to believe 
by the official that they or 
their loved ones are under 
investigation in relation 
to their Canadian Status, 
outstanding taxes or police 
investigation. They are told 
they must pay money im- 
mediately, or they will be 


arrested. 


The caller will go on to pro- 

vide very specific payment 
instructions, directing them 
to give Bitcoin digital cur- 
rency, Western Union or 
Money Gram transfers, pre- 
paid credit card or iTunes 
cards. 


They will also request 
copies of personal iden- 
tification documents, for 


example Drivers license, 
citizenship documents, or 
passports, etc. 

Police are reminding the 
public that government of- 
ficials will not contact you 
directly and demand mon- 
ey in exchange for securing 
your Canadian Status. 
Residents are urged to not 
take any immediate action, 
and verify what is being said 
by the caller. Government 
officials do not request cop- 


ies of personal documents 
over the phone. 


Furthermore, residents are 
urged to be mindful of Call- 
er ID spoofing. Fraudsters 
can manipulate call displays 
or provide real government 
agency contact numbers in 
order to appear legitimate. 


Talk to friends, family and 
loved ones about this scam 
and help them to protect 
themselves.

“Tn the event of a strike on 
Monday, all campuses and 
buildings would remain 
open, even if classes are 
cancelled,” she said in an 
email to Peel Daily News. 
“Our common spaces such 
as library, learning com- 
mons, would also be open 
for self-directed learning. 
We are now determining 
which labs may be open 
and available for indepen- 
dent student use as well. 
Students and employees 
will soon be receiving infor- 
mation about how to cross 
picket lines safely and re- 
spectfully. “ 

Meanwhile. students in the 
dual credit program run 
by the Peel District school 
board will have their col- 
lege credit instruction shut 
down. 

The program is_ avail- 
able through all Peel high 
schools and provides grade 
11 and 12 students with the 
chance to earn both college 
and non-compulsory sec- 
ondary credits at the same 


time. 

“In the event of a strike at 
provincial colleges, all col- 
leges will be closed and the 
Peel board and our schools 
will implement plans that 
will allow your teen to 
continue work on the high 
school component of their 
program,” the board said in 
a notice to parents. 

In the labour dispute, col- 
lege faculty represented by 
the Ontario Public Service 
Employees Union, have 
been negotiating for weeks 
with the College Employer 
Council but have failed to 
reach a deal. The dispute 
centres on pay, academic 
rules and job security. 

“Our employer once again 
refused to consider key fac- 
ulty issues,” said JP Hor- 
nick, lead negotiator for 
OPSEU. “They have walked 
away from the table. The 
purpose of setting a strike 
deadline is to get negotia- 
tions moving — before it’s 
too late.” 

OPSEU, which has a $72 
million strike fund, rep- 


resents more than 12,000 
professors, instructors, 
counsellors, and librarians 
working at 24 public col- 
leges across Ontario. Union 
members include full-time 
permanent and “partial 


load” contract instructors 
who teach seven to 12 hours 
per week. 

The colleges bargaining 
council said OPSEU reject- 
ed the group’s final offer, 


which hiked salaries 7.75 
per cent over four years and 
addresses union demands 
on benefits, staffing, work- 
load, and faculty autonomy. 
“Our final offer is respon- 
sive to what we have heard 
at the bargaining table and 
fair to our faculty,” said So- 
nia Del Missier, chair of the 
colleges’ bargaining team. 
“We are asking the union to 
let faculty decide by putting 


the colleges’ final offer to a 
vote and avoid a strike.” 
Szustaczek said that as 
soon as decisions are final- 
ized on what will be open 
or closed if there’s a strike, 
Sheridan will be posting 
them on www.sheridancol- 
lege.ca/news-and-events/ 
strike-related-information.

Business groups push campaign agenda ahead of 2018 vote

With a provincial elec- 
tion due next June, can- 
didates are being pushed 
to support a pro-business 
agenda on issues like tax 
breaks, government debt 
and power rates. 
Mississauga’s Board of 
Trade and the Ontario 
Chamber of Commerce 
have released a list of 
priorities called ‘Vote 
Prosperity.’ 

The document provides 
“a series of proactive 
recommendations — that 
all of Ontario’s political 
parties should adopt to 
ensure growth for the 
province’s economy.” 
MBOT President David 
Wojcik says small busi- 
ness is the backbone 
of the economy “and 
that’s why candidates 
from every party in ev- 


ery community will be- 
come familiar with Vote 
Prosperity. Ontario’s 
business community is 
prepared to be bold and 
with Vote Prosperity we 
are seeking to motivate 
our political leaders to 
follow,” he said. 

Karl Baldauf, vice pres- 
ident of policy and gov- 
ernment relations at 
the Chamber wants to 
“achieve coherent, com- 


prehensive pro-growth 
policies from all political 
parties.” 

“Ontario businesses 


have made it clear that 
the ever-rising costs of 
doing business from all 
levels of government has 
hindered their ability to 
prosper and grow,” Bal- 


dauf said. 
For years, business 
groups have warned 


that high taxes, soaring 


power prices and rising 
payroll costs for CPP, 
EI and other programs 
are squeezing business 
and stopping them from 
hiring more workers to 
grow the economy. 

The MBOT and Cham- 
ber business _ friendly 
agenda also calls for cuts 
in the costs of dealing 
with government regu- 
lation. They say that will 
encourage job creation. 
Among the 18 rec- 
ommendations in the 
document are calls for 
“reinstating scheduled 
reductions in the corpo- 
rate income tax, stan- 
dardiz[ing] the Business 
Education Tax and re- 
duc[ing] the Employer 
Health Tax. It also calls 
for “a comprehensive 
review of the electricity 
sector including an ob- 
jective economic impact 


analysis and a serious 
plan to tackle the provin- 
cial debt, which will hit 
$336 billion in another 
two years. 

Two weeks ago, the 
board and chamber re- 
leased a joint statement 
calling on Ontario to at 
least delay the rollout its 
$15 an hour minimum 
wage increase, the first 
part of which kicks in 
Jan.1. 

The wage hike is part of 
Bill 148; the Wynne gov- 
ernment’s contentious 
labour changes that have 
upset business groups. 
In response, the Wynne 
government has offered 
up business _ friendly 
measures intended to 
offset the wage increase 
impact, including reduc- 
tions in workers’ com- 
pensation premiums. 
Business groups panned 


the measure as “too lit- 
tle, too late” warning that 
the wage hikes could cost 
from 50,000 to 186,000 
jobs -- as companies opt 
to automate instead of 
hiring increasingly ex- 
pensive workers -- and 
would hike consumer 
prices in the economy as 
companies pass on their 
cost increases to con- 
sumers. 

The Canadian Centre 
for Economic Analysis’ 
(CANCEA) says if the 
government “were to do 
nothing other than im- 
plement the minimum 
wage 

increase over five years 
instead of in the next 15 
months, jobs at 

risk would decrease by 
74 per cent in the first 
two years.” 
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New ward boundaries debated in Mississauga Council

With some parts of Mis- 
sissauga growing faster 
than others, the city has 
decided to review the 
boundaries of its wards 
for the first time in 12 
years. 

Councillors voted 
overwhelmingly in fa- 
vour of a motion by Pat 
Saito to “undertake a 
ward boundary review 
in preparation for the 
2022 election.” 

City Manager Janice 
Baker told council the 
city is due to revisit its 
ward boundaries. 
“They've really been 
done in the past at 
council’s request. Ob- 
viously, we’ve run out 
of any kind of runway 
to look at that now for 
2018,” she said. 

“Tt would make sense to 
me, if there was a desire 
to look at it and I sug- 
gest that after 12 years 
now since the last one 
was done, there might 


be some logic in taking 
another look at it.” 

The motion also called 
for a committee to be 
struck consisting of 
council, residents and 
staff to provide input 
into the process. It fol- 
lowed a snippy debate 
over councillors  ex- 
pense budgets, the sec- 
ond in two weeks. 

Ward 7 Councillor 
Nando Iannicca wants 
a boost in his expense 
budget to cover the cost 
of running his growing 
constituency. 

“Ward 7 right now is 
twice as big as a couple 
of wards. Wards one 
and two are 16,000, 
17,000 mailers. My 
ward is 39,000,” Ian- 
nicca said. 

“My residents are not 
second class citizens. 
They deserve to be fair- 
ly represented.” 

The annual office bud- 
gets for Councillors 
run between $26,800 
to just over $32,000. If 


they don’t use the en- 
tire amount, the unused 
portion is transferred 
over to the following 
year. 

Dismissed two weeks 
ago as a ‘waste of time’ 
Iannicca’s calls for 
more expense cash were 
met with scorn again in 
Wednesday’s meeting. 
Ward 5 Councillor Car- 
olyn Parrish described 
the debate as “tedious 
and a little self-serv- 
ing.” 

Ron Starr of Ward 6 
urged his colleagues, 
“let’s move on.” 

Saito expressed some 
sympathy for Iannic- 
ca, but said a review 
of boundaries must be 
done before revisiting 
budget expenses. 

“T agree that the ward 
boundaries in the 
downtown core need to 
be re-examined. I think 
that is what should hap- 
pen before any review 
of expense accounts 
is done. I think that 


would be premature to 
readjust any member of 
council’s expense mon- 
ey until we have had a 
good solid look at the 
ward boundaries,” she 
said. 

Iannicca spoke of the 
need to revisit the issue 
of representation in a 
city where some areas 
are obviously growing 
faster than others. 
“There’s a ‘serious im- 
balance in the existing 
ward population and 
size and therefore dis- 
torted voter parity,” he 
said, referring to con- 
sultants’ reports. 

“Ours is already dis- 
torted and it’s getting 
worse and that’s the 
fundamental issue I’m 
talking about, what’s 
equitable and what’s 
fair. We need to plop a 
couple of wards into our 
community. That’s not 
gonna happen.” 
Iannicca says adding 
wards would be ‘trou- 
blesome’. “I don’t think 


we want to add more. 
It’s because of the is- 
sues with the Region of 
Peel.” 

The review is expected 
to look at a number of 
issues related to how 
the city’s population 
has grown and what the 
future may look like. 
“There are principles

around planning and 
natural boundaries and 
population growth and 
these things would be 
looked at. A radical 
idea for you, if you want 
to think about it would 
be maybe a citizen’s 
panel to look at it after 
the next election,” said 


Janice Baker. 


Brampton mayor says province wants cities to review pot-smoking centre idea

The Ontario govern- 
ment is not just going 
to sell pot through LC- 
BO-type stores, it’s also 
looking at whether to 
set up stand-alone sites 
where people can smoke 
the marijuana they buy. 
The province has asked 
cities for feedback on 
five areas of its new pot 
policy ahead of pend- 
ing legislation to im- 
plement the plan, May- 
or Linda Jeffrey told 
Brampton council. 

One of these areas 
is getting municipal 
ideas on whether there 
should be stand-alone 
centres where pot can 
be smoked. 

That’s presumably 
meant to encourage us- 
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ers to avoid smoking at 
work, in their car or in 
public spaces, things 
that are already prohib- 
ited under the provin- 
cial plan. 

“They want to know 
what to consider in cre- 
ating a place of use re- 
gime,” the mayor told 
councillors. 

“There’s a_ possibility 
of establishing a des- 
ignated establishment 
and venue where recre- 
ational cannabis can be 
consumed after legal- 
ization has been imple- 
mented.” 

“They want to explore 
those approaches with 
municipalities.” 

The province and mu- 
nicipalities are also 
currently in talks to 


decide how to split the 
hundreds of millions or 
billions of dollars ex- 
pected from legal sales 
of marijuana. 

After the costs of build- 
ing or renting and su- 
pervising new pot stores 
and paying the OPSEU 
unionized workers who 
will man them, there 
still could be hundreds 
of millions of dollars 
left over for cash-hun- 
gry governments to tax 
and fight over. 

A 50-50 split of what’s 
left is possible, but 
those talks will likely 
continue for a while. 
Last month, Finance 
Minister Charles Sousa 
and Attorney General 
Yasir Naqvi announced 
the province will open 


80 pot stores over the 
first year and up to 150 
stores by 2020. 

The system will be 
overseen and controlled 
by the LCBO, the prov- 
ince’s Crown-owned li- 
quor retailer. 

Other provinces are 
also considering their 
pot retail policies as the 
Justin Trudeau govern- 
ment moves to legalize 
marijuana by next July. 
Reports say Sousa is 
considering a $10 per 
gram price for pot at 
government stores, but 
has not decided the 
price, markup or tax 
levels yet. 

“We haven't  deter- 
mined the price,” Sou- 
sa said in a recent in- 
terview with Peel Daily 


News. 

“There’s lots of spec- 
ulation about what it 
could be or should be, 
but I have to have those 
discussions with the 
federal government and 
my colleagues from oth- 
er provinces.” 
“Ultimately we want to 
establish some degree 
of uniformity on price, 
something that will 
help us eliminate illicit 
activity but at the same 
time won’t encourage 
usage, especially with 
the young people. We’re 
trying to take the right 
balance.” 

In Brampton, Jeffrey 
noted the cities are 
also in discussions with 
Queen’s Park on: 

- Retail and distribu- 


tion structure. Will 
communities oppose 
locations for the new 
planned pot outlets run 
by the LCBO. 

- Possession. How will 
municipal costs for en- 
forcement rise if local 
police crack down on 
those under 19 who 
cannot legally have pot. 
“That’s something that 
municipalities across 
Ontario are grappling 
with,” said Jeffrey. 

The governments must 
also figure out ways to 
deal with home culti- 
vation of pot, the 110 
storefront dispensaries 
currently operating in 
Ontario and_ grapple 
with the costs of en- 
forcement and educa- 
tion programs. 
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Parrish asks for financial details of foreign trade trips, seeks ‘ ev sp ar ney

Councillor Carolyn Par- 
rish wants to see more 
transparency when local 
politicians go on foreign 
trips, including specifics 
on costs and benefits. 
The Ward 5 councillor 
says the Region of Peel 
is looking at making this 
a practice and she wants 
the same for Mississau- 
ga, whose mayor and 
economic development 
officials just came back 
from an investment mis- 
sion to Japan, their third 
global trip in the last 
three years. 

Local taxpayer groups 
have long sought details 
on how much such trips 
cost - likely tens of thou- 
sands of dollars - and 
whether they are worth 
the expense for what 
they deliver. 

“When these trips are 
taken, even if they're 
staff trips, who went on 
them, how much it costs 


for the staff and coun- 
cillors to go on them 
should be included as 
part of the report,” said 
Parrish, who sits on Peel 
Region’s expense com- 
mittee. 

“T’d like to include that 
here once it’s completed 
at the region.” 

The latest Japan trip for 
Mayor Bonnie Crombie 
helped cement a ma- 
jor new aerospace in- 
vestment from Japan’s 
Tohmei Industries for 
Mississauga, adding to 
the aerospace cluster of 
more than 300 compa- 
nies and 27,000 work- 
ers. Meanwhile, a big 
Japanese hotel operator, 
Toyoko Inn Co., is also 
looking to expand its 
chain of no-frills busi- 
ness hotels to the Peel 
ci 

“Fm not doing this in 
a critical way.” Parrish 
told council Wednesday, 
addressing a report by 
Crombie on her week- 
long commercial mis- 


sion to Japan, her sec- 
ond in two years. 

In 2015, the mayor also 
travelled to South Amer- 
ica and helped lure a 
$56-million pharma in- 
vestment from Brazilian 
drug maker BioLab to 
Mississauga. 

“It’s probably very in- 
expensive compared to 
what you pulled off,” 
Parrish said, congratu- 
lating the mayor on the 
latest mission. 

“You brought an amaz- 
ing company to Missis- 
sauga. Hopefully it will 
be in Ward 5, where ev- 
erything goes. But I think 
in future we should pre- 
empt being instructed to 
do so (be transparent). I 
know there’s lots of cu- 
riosity about these trips 
and people (should) see 
it’s a pretty streamlined 
group that goes and it’s 
not expensive and_ it 
does produce results.” 
Ward 9 councilor Pat 
Saito also lauded Crom- 
bie for the Japanese 


mission and said the 
potential Toyoko Inn ex- 
pansion would be a shot 
in the arm to the local 
tourist sector, which is 
trying to lure more Asian 
visitors to the city. 
“Toyoko Inn is looking 
to locate in the City of 
Mississauga,” Saito said. 
“From a tourism per- 
spective that will be a 
huge draw as we are in 
tourism right now start- 
ing to look at attracting 
tourists from China and 
Japan. Having a hotel 
chain from Japan that 
is well respected will go 
a long way to help that 
promotion.” 

Crombie said she went 
with two others to Japan 
- her chief of staff Rob 
Trewartha and econom- 
ic development head 
Harold Dremin and the 
travel costs for two of 
them was $13,500. Costs 
for the third have not yet 
been finalized.

port. 

The unionized mem- 
bers of Teamsters Local 
419 agreed to the new 
contract with the pri- 
vate global cargo han- 
dler late Monday after 
rejecting several previ- 
ous offers. 

Details of the new deal, 
its length and financial 
terms, were not dis- 
closed pending a ratifi- 
cation meeting. 

That ratification date 
has not been set but the 
union local’s_ general 
meeting will take place 
Sunday, Oct. 29 at the 


union hall on Meyerside 
Drive in northeastern 
Mississauga. 

Owned by a Swiss mul- 
tinational that operates 
around the world, Swis- 
sport provides baggage 
handing services to 
30 of Pearson’s 74 air- 
lines, including British 
Airways, Sunwing, Air 
Transat, Air France and 
Germany’s Lufthansa. 
The Teamsters workers 
went on strike July 27 in 
a dispute over planned 
pay and benefit cuts by 
the company, schedul- 
ing issues and troubled 
relations with Swissport 
managers. 

The strike slowed down 
operations at Pearson, 
causing flight delays, 
baggage backlogs and 
processing delays for 
tens of thousands of 
travellers. 


Swissport Cargo Han- 
dling is located on Mis- 
sissauga’s Silver Dart 
Dr. and is the Canadi- 
an unit of Zurich-based 
Swissport, a multina- 
tional that’s the world’s 
largest provider of air 
cargo handling services. 
The company has 
62,000 employees and 
133 warehouses around 
the globe. 

Air Canada and West- 
Jet, this country’s two 
biggest carriers, were 
not affected by the 
Swissport strike. They 
have their own baggage 
operations or use other 
companies. U.S. airlines 
like Delta, United and 
American were also not 
affected. 
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Trudeau may back off on tax ‘silliness’ a Retail Council

The Trudeau government 
may “back down” under 
pressure as critics slam 

‘silly’ proposed tax chang- 
es that impact business 
and low-income workers, a 
retail association says. 

“We're hopeful that we'll 
Pe a bullet through this 

efore it ever takes effect,” 
says Karl Littler, VP of 
Public Affairs for the Retail 
Council of Canada. 

The Federal government 
changes could mean taxing 
employee benefits like free 
meals for restaurant work- 
ers. The controversy comes 
on the heels of the Trudeau 
Government’s Tax Fair- 
ness Plan that could add 
billions in tax burdens to 
small businesses. 

Littler is expecting the 
government may backped- 
al this latest proposal. 
“They were intending 
to move forward on this 
January 1. I have a feel- 
ing they will be backing off 


that pretty soon,” he said. 
The Retail Council, which 
represents 45,000 stores, 
says there is confusion 
over rules and “until we get 
official notice that they're 
taxable we're not taxing 
them.” 

In its latest advisory, Can- 
ada Revenue Agency tells 
employers “when an em- 
ployee receives a discount 
on merchandise because 
of their employment, the 
value of the discount is 
generally included in the 
employee’s income.’ 
Corinne Pohlmann of 
the Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business 
says the changes mean an 
employee discount on an 
article like clothing, which 
wasn’t taxed before, will be 
in future. 

“If you're offering some- 
thing that’s below your 
cost as an employer, it has 
to be deemed a taxable 
benefit and an employee 
will now have to pay tax on 
that,” she said.

Fluoridation in water should be better 


controlled, 


Health Canada, the provin- 
cial Minister of Health and 
municipal officers of health 
have been telling the Cana- 
dian public that fluoride is 
added to municipal drinking 
water to prevent tooth decay. 


In 1957, the Supreme Court 
of Canada ruled that water 
fluoridation is a medication. 


The actual product added 
to the drinking water supply 
by municipalities is a waste 
chemical product known as 
hydrofluorosilicic acid, which 
is harmful to humans and the 
environment. 


Fluoride has been classified 
a neuro toxin similar in tox- 
icity to arsenic and lead. The 
levels for lead is 1.5 parts per 
million, 1.0 ppm for arsenic 
and for fluoride 400 ppm. 


Health Canada recommends 
that toxicology reviews be 
done on the fluoridation 
product to ensure its safety at 
the maximum use level. 


While Peel Regional health 
officials have been telling 
municipal councillors [the 
decision makers] that the 
required toxicology studies 
have been done, no toxicol- 
ogy studies have been pro- 
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vided to council for review. 
Both the US EPA and Health 
Canada have disclosed that 
they have no records of any 
toxicology studies. 


Since the Supreme Court of 
Canada has ruled that wa- 
ter fluoridation is a medica- 
tion, municipal councillors 
have been approving adding 
a toxic chemical compound 
[HFSA] that is unapproved, 
unregulated, and a untest- 
ed illegal drug to residents’ 
drinking water without the 
people’s informed consent. 
Section 7.31 of the Charter 
of Rights and Freedoms pro- 
tects “the people’s right to 
be from unwanted medical 
treatment.” 


The US Centre for Disease 
Control has admitted that 
fluoride works topically and 
not by ingestion. Dr. Cooney, 
the former chief dental officer 
for Health Canada, has con- 
ceded that water fluoridation 
prevents less than one half a 
cavity per child. 


The US National institute of 
Dental Research found that 
children drinking fluoridat- 
ed water averaged only about 
half a cavity less than those 
drinking unfluoridated water.

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Mississauga biotech company settles patent lawsuit 


A patent infringement 
lawsuit filed a year ago 
against Mississauga 


biotech company Microbix 
Biosystems Inc. has been 
withdrawn after the two 
sides settled their dispute. 


The company says 
Buffalo, N.Y. drug 
developer ZeptoMetrix 


Corp. has dropped its legal 
claims alleging patent 
infringement against the 
Mississauga life sciences 
firm. 


The patent case was first 


filed in Canadian Federal 
Court in October, 2016. 


The suit was withdrawn, 


following a_ settlement 
reached by the two 
companies. The 


withdrawal of the lawsuit 
is “with prejudice,” 
meaning the patent 
allegations cannot be 
refiled in Federal Court by 
ZeptoMetrix in future. 


Details of the patent deal 
were not revealed. 


“This was an unfortunate 
matter that we are glad 


to put behind us,” said 
Cameron Groome, CEO 
and president of Microbix. 
The 29-year-old company 
is based on Watline Ave. 
near the Hershey Centre 
in eastern Mississauga. 


“We respect other parties’ 


intellectual property and 
are pleased to end this 
dispute. Customers can 


now freely decide between 
the value propositions of 
each company’s products,” 
Groome said.

Association plans crackdown on real estate cheats

Real estate agents in Mis- 
sissauga, Brampton and 
across the province will be 
hit with stiffer fines if they 
break conflict of interest 
guidelines when they repre- 
sent both buyers and sellers 
in a single transaction. 

The Liberal government of 
Premier Kathleen Wynne 
tabled new consumer pro- 
tection legislation Thurs- 
day that updates a number 
of laws, including the 2002 
Real Estate Business Bro- 
kers Act as well as legisla- 
tion that affects new home 
warranties, travel services 
and resale tickets. 

The proposed legislation 
“will provide consumers 
with the protection they 
deserve when making sig- 
nificant purchases — like 
a new home, a dream va- 
cation or concert tickets,” 
Government and Consum- 


er Service Minister Tracy 
MacCharles said at Queen’s 
Park. 

“Building a fair, safe and 
informed marketplace is a 
key priority of this govern- 
ment.” 

The real estate law changes 
will see fines for unethical 
realtors double to $50,000, 
while brokerages who break 
the law would be fined up 
to $100,000 for each vio- 
lation. 

New rules will also require 
a home seller who wants to 
buy a house listed by their 
own agent to get another 
agent assigned from the 
same brokerage. The new 
system is called mandatory 
designated representation. 
The province has been 
reviewing realtor rules to 
crack down on an industry 
practice known as multiple 
representation, a develop- 
ment that has become more 
prevalent in recent years 


in the hot housing markets 
of Mississauga, Brampton, 
Toronto and other parts of 
the GTA. 

“Tt’s been a serious prob- 
lem,” said Ray Dubash, an 
executive with the Missis- 
sauga Real Estate Board, 
a 63-year-old group based 
on Ridgeway Dr. that rep- 
resents 50 realty companies 
-- from Remax to Royal 
Lepage to Sutton Group 
-- and 1.350 agents in the 
city. 
The Mississauga board 
commended the changes, 
saying its provincial part- 
ner, the Ontario Real Estate 
Association, believes the 
new system will set a North 
American leading standard 
for greater transparency 
and clarity for real estate 
agents. 

“These new rules are some 
of the strictest in North 
America when it comes to 
transparency and consum- 
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er protection,” said associ- 
ation president-elect David 
Reid. 

“Ontario realtors were 
pleased to work with the 
government to bring more 
clarity of a Realtors’ duties 
to the consumer and ad- 
dress any real or perceived 
conflict of interest.” 

In recent years, there have 
been a number of me- 
dia reports and industry 
round-tables that showed 
some agents were dou- 
ble-ending sales to cash, 
in some cases manipulat- 
ing bidding wars so they 
wouldn’t have to split the 
sales commission with an- 
other agent. 

The latest rule changes 
for realtors are part of the 
government’s Fair Hous- 
ing Plan announced in the 
spring that tried to stop 
surging home prices in the 
GTA by slapping a 15 per 
cent foreign buyers tax and 


imposing other restrictions 
to slow down the rise in 
house prices and provide 
more low-cost housing. 
Under the new changes, 
the ban on multiple rep- 
resentation won't be com- 
plete, however. In some 
cases the practice will still 
be allowed, mainly in rural 
communities -- like Cale- 
don -- where there are not 
many agents. 

Rules are also relaxed for 
family sales where buyer 
and seller know each other 
and some commercial sales 
where the buyer and seller 
both have knowledge and 
proper legal advice. 

While the changes are wel- 
comed, the incentive for 
realtors to double-dip have 
eased as housing prices go 
through a softer market 
and there are fewer bidding 
wars than their were this re- 
cent spring before the new 
foreign buyers rules came 
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into effect. 

For example, Mississauga 
home sales fell more than 
38 per cent to just 633 units 
in August. So far this year, 
6,781 houses or condos 
were sold, down 18.8 per 
cent. 

“Home sales were still run- 
ning at subdued levels in 
August, little changed from 
June and July on a season- 
ally adjusted basis,” said 
Branden Kameka, president 
of the Mississauga board. 
“On the supply side, fol- 
lowing a bit of a surge in 
the spring new listings have 
been coming back down 
over the summer. That has 
moved the _ sales-to-new 
listings ratio back up to 
about 50 per cent from a 
low of about 40 per cent a 
couple of months ago, so 
there is some evidence that 
the market is stabilizing.” 
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Sears locations in Peel under chopping block as retailer 
seeks approval to liquidate 


Sears stores at Erin Mills 
Town Centre and Brama- 
lea City Centre malls appear 
headed for close-out sales 
and shutdown as the failed 
department store chain seeks 
court approval to liquidate all 
its remaining outlets. 


The Mississauga and Bramp- 
ton stores survived an earlier 
spate of closures in June that 
affected several Ontario lo- 
cations, including Brockville, 
Cornwall, Cambridge, and 
Kingston. 

At the time, Sears sought 
bankruptcy protection from 
creditors and looked for a 
buyer or major investor to 
keep its remaining stores 
alive. 

But on Monday, Sears Can- 


ada revealed it has found no 
“white knight” and will be 


applying to the Ontario Su- 
perior Court of Justice for 
approval to liquidate all of its 
remaining stores and assets. 
More than 12,000 jobs will be 
affected. 

The court is expected to hear 
the retailer’s motion on Fri- 
day, Oct. 13. 

Pending court approval, liq- 
uidation sales at the Missis- 
sauga and Brampton stores 
and other retail locations 
would begin no earlier than 
Oct. 19 and last between 10 to 
14 weeks. 

Sears Canada was granted 
protection under the Compa- 
nies’ Creditors Arrangement 
Act in June and had been 
seeking new partners or buy- 
ers of its remaining stores. 
“Sears Canada received and 
implemented going concern 


transactions for various lines 
of business, but following 
exhaustive efforts, no viable 
transaction for the company 
to continue as a going con- 
cern was received,” the retail- 
er said Monday. 

“The company deeply regrets 
this pending outcome and 
the resulting loss of jobs and 
store closures.” 

The Canadian retail sector is 
littered with failed companies 
in recent decades -- from Ea- 
ton’s and Simpsons to Zellers, 
Target Canada, Marks and 
Spencer, Dylex and now 
Sears. The stores collapsed 
for a number of reasons, from 
too much debt and changing 
consumer tastes to online 
shopping. 


Mississauga chemist nabs $22-million investment deal 
for cancer drug research 


Professor Patrick Gunning, 
a medicinal chemist whose 
lab at the University of To- 
ronto Mississauga is revo- 
lutionizing how cancer-kill- 
ing drugs are produced, 
has signed a $22-million 
investment deal for Jan- 
pix, an_ oncology-focused 
startup that he co-founded. 
The investment came from 
Medicxi, a European ven- 
ture capital firm. 

“We are absolutely delight- 
ed that Medicxi has made 
this visionary investment in 
technology developed right 
here at U of T Mississauga,” 
says Gunning, who holds 
the Canada Research Chair 
in Medicinal Chemistry. 
“Our work has the poten- 
tial to create new drugs to 
battle aggressive blood, 
brain and breast cancers, 
and this support will help 
to accelerate that research 
and get those compounds 
to the patients who need 
them.” 

Gunning’s laboratory at 
UTM’s Centre for Medici- 
nal Chemistry is developing 
compounds that attack var- 
ious forms of cancer. Their 
efforts are focused on signal 
transducers and activators 
of transcription (STATs), a 
group of proteins that regu- 
late several genes linked to 
multiple hallmarks of can- 
cer, including uncontrolled 
cell proliferation and cell 
immortality. 

STATs have been identi- 
fied in numerous human 
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cancers, including breast, 
blood and brain tumours. 
In particular, Gunning’s 
lab is developing ways to 
inhibit two STAT proteins, 
STAT3 and STATS. 

Janpix, led by CEO Roman 
Fleck, is focused on bring- 
ing a STAT3/STATS drug to 
clinical trials within 18-24 
months. 

“Janpix has made great 
progress in developing trac- 
table compounds that in- 
hibit these difficult-to-tar- 
get proteins,” says Giovanni 
Mariggi, PhD, a principal at 
Medicxi and board member 
of Janpix. 

“The role of STATs in mul- 
tiple tumour types is sup-

ported by vast data and the 
emerging evidence of their 
role in tumour immunity 
adds an extra dimension to 
the potential impact these 
new drugs could have on 
patients.” 

“It is exciting to see such in- 
vestment, which will trans- 
late academic concepts into 
practical applications,” 
says Professor Ulrich Krull, 
UTM’s Vice-President and 
Principal. “These innova- 
tions in chemistry that have 
been pioneered at UTM will 
potentially support a better 
quality of life, and perhaps 
even save lives, for many 
patients in Canada and 
around the world.”

Settling in Mississauga 
over the past four years af- 
ter many years living and 
working in the U.S.A., I’ve 
faced a myriad of challeng- 
es in rebuilding my life 
from zero. 


I'd left for the States to 
complete my Masters in 
Social Work after years in 
the bilingual corporate Cus- 
tomer Service world. 


I returned with a new ca- 
reer, zero connections to 
the Social Work community 
and very few to the LGBT- 
TIQA2S community, of 
which I am a part. 


I launched a private prac- 

tice as an R.S.W., special- 
izing in trauma/PTSD and 
with a strong interest in 
serving and supporting the 
LBTTIQA2S community. 
For several years, I prac- 
ticed in downtown Toronto 
and Port Credit. 


Fast forward to spring 
2017: - the time came to 
centralize my services to 
Mississauga, closing my 
downtown office. The deci- 
sion was not easy! 


I realized that after four 
years back in the GTA, my 
connection to my commu- 
nity was primarily made 
through my clients! 


I’ve been fortunate to work 


with teens coming out as 
gay and/or transgender and 
adults who’ve “come out” 
and live and love in their 
authenticity across the gen- 
der and sexual orientation 
spectrums. 


I recognized that in clos- 
ing my downtown practice 
I would need to dedicate 
myself to building LGBT- 
TIQA2S services in my 
hometown! I personally 
was experiencing isolation 
and a lack of sense of com- 
munity. 


Services, while wonderful, 

are few for a city like Peel, 
which has over 800,000 
residents. I heard this re- 
peatedly from the LGBT- 
TIQA2S people I encoun- 
tered in Peel. 


It was the Orlando massa- 
cre that brought it home for 
me. To attend a vigil meant 
going to Church St., Toron- 
to. Distance can create tre- 
mendous barriers.

As I created my office 
space in Mississauga, I 
created the hashtag #Pro- 
motingPrideInPeel. I made 
the personal vow and pro-

My intention was to cre-

Coming Out Day was 
forged of the idea, and I 
remember it well, that if 
every LBGTTIQA2S _per- 
son “came out” everything 
would change.

Diwali is one of four 
approved holidays each 
year where short-range 
fireworks are allowed on 
private property, with- 
out the need for a per- 
mit. 


Short-range fireworks 
are those that tend to 
travel less than three 
metres (10 feet) when 
set off (e.g. fountains, 
wheels, ground § spin- 
ners, sparklers). All oth- 
er rocket-type fireworks 
are banned in Bramp- 
ton. 


Compare life and health insurance 


Residents are cautioned 
that fireworks are not al- 
lowed to be used on the 
street, sidewalks, within 
City parks or on munic- 
ipal or school properties. 


When using short-range 

fireworks on your prop- 
erty, the following safe- 
ty precautions must be 
conducted: 


- You must have a con- 
tainer of water or a hose 
line that’s filled with 
water available to extin- 
guish fireworks 


- You must never light a 
firework or hold a lit fire- 
work in your hand, other 
than a sparkler 


- After using sparklers, 
place them in a contain- 
er of water to fully cool 
before disposal 


- Allow all fireworks to

The City of Brampton 
has also introduced 
a mandatory annual 
course for fireworks ven- 
dors before they can be 
licensed to sell. 


New Fireworks and Li- 
censing by-laws were 
approved last year by 
Brampton City Council, 
which allow the use of 
short-range fireworks on 
all Brampton residential 
properties on Victoria 
Day, Canada Day, Diwa- 
li and New Year’s Eve, 
without the need for a 
permit. 


Safety is the top prior- 
ity, as the by-law also 
bans other types of fire- 
works that pose a great 
risk of injury or damage 
to property.

use of police and judicial/ 
legal services. 

Nearly 1 in 3 women and 
girls are affected by intimate 
partner abuse, or find them- 
selves in unhealthy partner- 
ships. 


67% of all Canadians say 
they personally know at 
least one woman who has 
been sexually, physically, 
emotionally and mental- 
ly abused, and on average, 
every six days, a woman in 
Canada is killed by her inti- 
mate partner. 

On any given day in Cana- 
da, more than 3,000 wom- 
en (along with their 2,500 
children) are living in an 
emergency shelter to escape 
domestic violence. 

Abuse can be physical, but it 
can also be emotional, men- 
tal, financial, spiritual and 
sexual.

« Make sure the number 


of your home is clearly 
marked and easy for the fire 
department to find.

¢ Home fire sprinklers can
